England. 

LONDON  June  n. 

From  French  papers  received  laft  night. 

Tbe  counsellor  of  state,  Bernadottt,  com- 
mander in  chief  of  tbe  Hiestern  army, 
to  tbe  Secretary  at  War. 

,  Rrnkes,  May  3. 
I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you,  citizen, 
minifter,  that  the  following  report  has 
been  made  to  mc — on  the  nij/htof  the  23! 
of  April,  the  Mayor,  his  affeiT  r,  and  two 
young  men  of  the  diltviel  of  Moreac.  in 
the  depaument  of  \;oroihan,  were  forci 
bly  carried  off  by  a  gang  of  ten  or  t  welve 
armed  Lrigands  ;  they  were  butchered 
and  afterwards  buried  in  the  mud,  near 
the  diftriil  of  St.  Allaveftre,  where  the  r 
mangled  remains  were  found  three  days 
after. 

This  crime  was  perpetrated  in  retalia- 
on  for  the  banifhment  of  a  preift,  who  o- 
penly  preached  rebellion. 

A  fatal  event  of  the  like  nature  has 
taken  place  in  the  didricl  of  Plaviguer 
between  Auray  and  B;iud. 

In  the  fame  department,  and  near  Au- 
ray the  Mayor  of  Pruniret  was  affi  ii  la- 
led  by  the  a  gang  of  murderers. 

In  the  department  of  the  northern 
coafts,  in  the  d'ulricl  of  Pluna^-t.  citizen 
Duval  was  forced  fr  m  his  dwelling,  and 
within  a  few  yards  of  his  fwn  houfe  [hot 
and  (tabbed  to  death.  Not  fair  from  the 
above  village  another  corple  was  found 
half  buried. 

In  feveral  d'ftri&s  the  Tree  of  Liberty 
has  been  cut  down,  and  every  ihfult  of- 
fered to  true  republicans.  . 

Madlou,  wJiaMbtfnd  means  to  efcajf<% 
is  again  in  cuftody — the  wretch  owna 
that  he  killed  fourteen  republicans  while 
he  was  at  large. 

Improvements  in  the  police  of  great 
towns  are,  for  the  molt  part  e\irein-ly 
flow  in  their  progrefs.  The  itrtets  of 
Stockholm,  the  Swcdilh  capital,  are  fo 
indifferently  lighted  with  lamps,  that  ic 
was  laft  year  found  neceffarv  to  iffue  an 
order  of  the  police  enjoiningevery  perfon 
who  (liould  walk  out  In  the  ftreets,  be- 
tween the  hours  of  eleven  at  night  and 
five  in  the  morning,  to  carry  a  lanthern 
in  his  hand.

Mr.  Willia  n  C>le, 
fold  alfo  great  quantities  of  hats,  kerfey- 
meres  for  veils,  tkc.  &c.  ftto  G.-rnin 
manufactures  cou'd  Hand  the  competion.

An  Ingenious  Swede  has,  for  feveril 
years  prelerved  his  fruit  trees  bv  the  1  >1- 
lowing  means,  from  having  their  bloffi  a 
blighted  by  frofts  in  the  fpring.  When 
the  frolts  come  on,  in  the  end  of  autumn, 
he  pours  water  in  abundance  round  the 
trunks  of  the  trees,  fo  that  the  roots  feel 
the  impreffion  of  the  cold.  In  the  brin- 
ing of  fpring,  he  heaps  foow  un«»n  them, 
by  which  the  vegetation  is  retarded,  and. 
the  trees  are  hindered  from  bbffiming  too 
foon.  Consequently,  the  buds  do  not  ap- 
pear till  there  is  no  longer  any  thing  to 
be  feared  front  the  fpring  frofts. 

Much  benefit  has  refultedto  the  ftarv- 
ing  poor  in  Paris,  from  the  beneficent  ex- 
ertions of  the  foup  Society.  More  than 
iSoo  perfons  fubftribeJ,  of  wh  m  1000 
communicated  their  fubferintions  by  the 
tirft  conful.  161,000  rations  of  foup 
were  delivered  out  in  the  courfc  of  the 
lalt  feafon.  From  the  aotb  of  May  to 
the  at  ft  of  September  t  lie  diftribution  of 
foup  ceafes  ;  it  will  then  recommence  for 
the  feafon  enlun.g.  A  third  of  the 
funds  are  lull  unconfumecL 
June  1  a. 

A  letter  from  lieutenant  general  Fo::, 
to  lord  Holavt,  dated  Mahon  25th  April, 
ftates  the  o'TVr  made  by  the  following 
corps  to  ferve  in  F.gypt,  viz.  tbe  tfcTHid

ABOUT  PEACE. 
It  would  feem  from  the  declarations 
made  in  the  Houfe  ofCommons  lull  night, 
by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  that 
there  dill  csilts  fome  profpect  of  ihe  ref- 
toration  of  tranquility  between  Trance  & 
this  country.  The  facts  on  which  the 
hopes  of  the  right  lion,  gentleman  arc 
f  >undod,  have  not  been  communicated  to 
the  public,  nor  would  it  indeed  be  proper 
that  they  Should  ;  but  to  deny  that  there 
are  fome  Satisfactory  grounds  for  his  en- 
tertaining thofe  hopes,  would  be  to  dil- 
pute  his  acknowledged  integrity,  and  the 
well  known  fincciity  of  his  profeflions. 
Notwithstanding  the  reports  to  the  con- 
trary, we  find  in  the  Minister's  declarati- 
ons no  weak  reafons  for  believing  that 
the  intercourse  between  the  two  govern- 
ments has  been  refumed.  The  channels 
of  communication  have  been  all  along  o- 
pen  and  practicable  ;  but  that  Single  cir 
cumftancc  cannot  with  any  propriety  be 
conlidcred  as  a  motive  capable  of  inducing 
rar.  Addington  to  hope  that  the  conclufi- 
on  of  a  Treaty  of  peace  is  not  very  re- 
mote, lie  mint  evidently  be  actuated  by 
other  caufes.

By  the  defire  of  the  king  of  Pruflia, 
coinmiflioners  are  appraifing  the  property 
belonging  to  the  houfe  of  Orange  in  Hol- 
land.

Pennsylvania. 

PHILADELPHIA,  AuguSt  4. 
From  Waterford  Papers  of  the  1 9  June. 
Hoftilities,  it  evidently  appears,  are  a- 
bout  to  be  commenced  between  France 
and  Germany.  In  this  warfare  the 
rrench  will  probably  have  to  contend 
with  a  new  eneny,  the  King  of  Pruflia. 
As  it  regards  this  wily  and  perfidious 
Prince,  the  event  of  the  contelt  can  not 
excite  much  pity. 

Captain  Gardner,  from  Newry,  informs 
that  previous  to  his  failing,  accounts  had 
been  received  of  ferious  disturbances  in 
England.  We  are  inclined  to  difljelieve 
this  news,  as  capt.  Parfons,  who  left  En- 
gland on  the  8th  of  June,  mentions  no- 
thing of  the  kind. 

The  Dagfborough,  Capt.  Smith,  in  a 
jhort  paflage  from  Madeira,  arrived  here 
laft  night.  Capt.  Smith  ftates,  that  the 
day  on  which  he  failed  from  Madeira,  a 
veffel  arrived  from  Algeziras,  with  infor- 
mation, that  in  confequence  of  a  decilivc 
vidory  obtained  by  the  combined  forces 
of  France  and  Spain,  over  thofe  of  Por- 
tugal, the  latter  had  acceded  to  the  terms 

of  pacification  offered  by  the  former  

The  price  of  peace  is  ftated  to  be  8,000 


000  of  dollars — of  which  France  is  to  re- 
ceive 5  and  Spain  3,000,000.  The  oth- 
er conditions  of  the  trc  ty  are  not  dated. 
The  -captain  from  Algeziras  faid  that  he 
had  l'cen  the  Spanifh  account  of  this  in- 
formation. The  Daglborough  performed 
her  voyage  from  hence  to  Madeira,  and 
back  again  in  75  days. 

EztraSl  of  a  letter  from  a  gentleman  in 
London  to  bis  correspondent  in  this 
city,  dated  June  5. 

"  The  emperor  of  Ruflia,  finding  lord 
Nelfon  was  before  the  port  of  Revel  with 
his  fleet,  caufed  the  Englifh  admiral  to 
be  informed  that  he  had  ordered  all  En- 
glilh feamen  in  his  dominions  who  had 
been  made  prifoners,  mte  releafed  ;  and 
had  alfo  ordered  that,™  embargo  lhould 
be  immediately  taken  off  all  Englifh  iiiips. 
There  are  about  200  trading  veffels  be- 
longing to  this  country  the  Ruffian 
ports,  which  will  be  directly  at  liberty  to 
fet  fail.  The  intelligence  came  in  an  of- 
ficial form  from  lord  Nelfon  himfelf  to 
lord  St.  Vincent,  and  its  arrival  has  giv- 
en univerfal  joy  and  fatisfavtion  to  the 
merchants.  The  king  of  Sweden  who 
was  about  ordering  his  fleet  to  fet  fail 
to  meet'  and  join  the  Ruflian  fleet,  wai 
informed  by  lord  Nelfon,  through  the 
Swedifh  admiral,  that  if  the  latter  was 
found  at  fea  the  former  would  confider  it 
as  renewing  hoftilities,  and  lhould  ad  ac- 
cordingly :  The  king  of  Sweden  ordered 
that  the  fleet  fliould  remain  in  portT  a- 
bout  the  fame  time  prince  Charles  of  Hef- 
fe  evacuated  Hamburgh  and  the  other 
towns  where  the  Danilh  troops  had  been 
Rationed  which  information  is  alfo  effici- 
al.  No  doubt  now  is  entertained  but  peace 
will  foon  be  effected  between  Great  Bri- 
tain and  the  northern  powers.  Count 
Barnftorff  the  Danilh  Secretary  of  flale 
is  coming  to  London,  and  is  now  on  his 
way,  in  order  to  adjuft  all  mifunderftand- 
ings  between  the  two  powers.  Lord  Nel- 
fon, finding  there  is  now  no  enemy  to 
fight  in  the  Baltic,  has  alked  leave  to  re- 
figri,  which  offer  has  been  accepted  on  ac 
count  of  the  ill  State  of  his  health.  He  is 
to  be  fucceeded  in  the  command  by  adini 
ral  Pole. 

"  The  French  funds  have  been  falling 
ever  lince  the  new*  of  -our  victory  in  E 
gypt — they  have  fallen  from  57  to  48. 
A  report  is  current  that  a  convullion  is 
not^'ifr/jiyjecled  to  take  place  in  Paris, 
papers  that  theTr  armies^".  °.ut.  in  jheir 
and  covering  the  coaft  with  an  inten't"to 
invade  England  or  Ireland  as  the  dernier 
resort  of  the  cheif  conful.  We  are  more 
ready  to  receive  them  now  than  ever  we 
were. 

"  An  extraordinary  Gazette  was  pub- 
li fixed  this  morning  with  the  fuccefs  of 
the  progrefs  of  our  armies  in  the  Eaft. 
The  official  difpatches  brought  by  Mr. 
Spencer  are  dated  camp  before  Alexan- 
dria, 20th  April,  1801,  and  figned  by 
Major  general  J.  H.  Huchinfon  who 
fucceeded  fir  Ralph  Abercrombie. 
Auguft  5. 

Extracl  of  *  letter  dated  '■'■Lisbon,  June 
26/0,  1 80 1. 
"  The  peace  between  this  country, 
Spain,  and  France,  was  concluded  about 
the  8th  or  9th  inftant,  and  ratified  by  the 
two  former  immediately: — Theconditi 
ons  havenotbeen  made  public  ;  howeverit 
is  faid  great  facrifir.es  were  made  in  money 
and  diamonds,  belides  giving  up  territory 
in  this  kingdom,  Brazils,  and  India  ;  and 
regarding  Great  Britain,  the  ports  to  be 
compleatly  fliut  to  all  fliips  of  war  and 
commerce.  We  have  felt  very  unplea 
fant  fenfations  ever  fince  this  treaty  has 
been  concluded, — not  knowing  precifely 
our  Situation — but  having  feen  the  effect's 
of  every  fimilar  peace  concluded  bv  the 
French,  when  it  Suited  their  intereft'to  o- 
verflep  the  terms,  we  have  judged  it  a 
matter  of  prudence  to  place  our  proper- 
ty, as  quickly  as  poffible,  out  of  their  reach 
and  we  hope  by  the  end  of  this  month, 
that  all  of  it  will  be  (hipped,  and  the  vef- 
fels  all  ready  to  fail  with  the  firSt  convoy 
that  offers.  Within  theft  few  days  a  new 
alarm  has  taken  place  t  it  is  faid  to  be  a 
very  doubtful  cafe  whether  the  Firft  Con- 
fill  will  ratify  this  peace  or  not ;  in  fact 
'tis  fufpe&ed  he  will  not,  and  his  brother 
Lucien  Buonaparte,  who  concluded  it  at 
Badajoz,with  Mr.  Pinto,  and  the  Prince 
of  Peace,  declared  on  the  receipt  of  dif- 
patches, that  he  much  doubted  it,  and 
had  the  courier  arrived  before  he  had 
hgned  it,  it  would  have  been  broken  off; 
— it  is  likewife  faid,  that  he  has  forbid- 
den the  court  of  Spain  to  publilh  it.  The 
Spaniards  are  n«t  lefs  alarmed  than  the 
Portugtiefe,  from  the  great  bodies  of 
troops  that  the  French  are  pouring  into 
jpain  ;  fome  people  fufpeft  that  it  is  to 
revolutionize  Spain  &c.  others  to  make 
embarkments  of  troops  for  Ireland  or  Ita- 
ly—be  it  as  it  may,  it  places  us  again  in 
a  very  unplcafant  Situation,  and  makes  e- 
very  perfon  think  very  ftriouflv  of  quit- 
ting the  country,  at  ieuft  CVery  one  that

Arrivals  from  different  ports  in  the 
Mediterranean. —  ift,  fix  fail  of  Brazil 
(hips  taken  by  a  French  privateer,  two  of 
which  were  funk.  April  20,  four  arrived 
at  Cadiz — thofe  of  the  Portuguefe  from 
18  to  24  guns,  and  from  100  to  250  men 
each. 

"  Orders  have  been -received  from  the 
French  government  by  the  Spanifh  conful 
at  Cadiz  to  take  poffeffion  of  all  captured 
American  property  ;  which  was  complied 
with. 

14  The  king  of  Spain  has  given  to  the 
French,  12  Sail  of  the  line,  ready  for  fea, 
to  be  officered  and  manned  by  French- 
men. 

"  Six  thoufand  French  troops  were  on 
their  march  for  Cadiz  to  protect  the  place, 
and  the  French  and  Spanifh  fleets  from 
Brcft,  were  daily  expected  there,  where  5 
fail  of  the  line  from  Ferrol,  and  two  fri- 
gates from  Breft  had  arrived,  the  latter 
having  on  board  officers  and  feamen  for 
the  above  fleet.  Fourteen  more  fliips  of 
war  were  daily  expected  from  the  Medi- 
terranean. 

"  Letters  from  the  American  conful  at 
Malaga,  and  the  conful  at  Algiers,  men- 
tion, that  eleven  fail  of  American  v  effete] 
had  been  captured  by  the  Tripol'  tan  crural 
fcrs — and  that  no  American  vcflJs  were 
permitted  to  fail  from  the  Mediterranean 
without  convoy. 

"  Olivenza,  on  the  frontiers  of  Portugal, 
is  taken  by  the  French,  who  lent  in  a  fla^ 
requefting  the  place  to  be  given  up 
which  was  agreed  to  by  the  Portuguefe 
but  as  the  French  troops  were  marching 
in,  3000  Frenchmen  were  blown  up  by 
the  Springing  of  a  mine  which  was  pre- 
pared for  the  purpofe.  The  remainder 
of  the  French,  who  were  cxafperated  in 
the  higheft  degree,  rufhed  forward,  carri- 
wLthii  nlace,  and  put  every  foul  to  death.

A  RECEIPT 
To  make   an   excellent  Ameiican 
Wine. 

Communicated  to  the  Burlington  Society 
for  promoting  Agriculture  and  Domes- 
tic Manufactures,  by  Joseph  Cooper, 
Esq.  of  Gloucester-county  New-Jersey. 
"  I  put  a  quantity  of  die  comb,  from 
■which  the  honey  has  been  drained,  into 
a. tub,  to  which  I  added  a  barrel  of  cider, 
immediately    from  the  prefs;  this  mix- 
ture was  well  flit-red,  and  fo  left  to  foak 
for  one  night 

fore  a  fermentation  took  place  ;  and  ho- 
ney was  added,  until  the  ftrength  of  the 
liquor  was  fulficient  to  bear  an  egg.  It 
was  then  put  into  a  barrel;  and  after 
the  fermentation  commenced,  the  talk 
was  filled  every  day,  for  three  or  four 
days,  that  the  filth  might  work  out  at 
the  bung  hole.  whtn  the  fermentation 
mods-rated,  I  put  the  bung  in  loofey,  left 
flopping  it  tight  might  caufe  the  csfk  to 
burft.  At  the  end  of  five  or  fix  weeks 
the  liquor  was  drawn  off  into  a  tub  •  and 
the _  whites  of  eight  egSs,well  beat  up' with 
a  pint  of  clean  land,  were  put  into  it  •  I 
then  added  a  gallon  of  cider  fpims,  and 
after  mixing  the  whole  well  together  I 
returned  .it  into  the  calk,  which  was  well 
cleaned,  bunged  it  tight,  and  placed  it  in 
a  proper  iituatidn  for  racking  off  when 
fine.  In  the  month  of  April  following  I 
drew  it  off  into  kegs  for  ufe  j  and  found 
■  equal,  in  my  opinion,  to  almoll  any  fo- 
reign  wine  :— ,.,  the  opinion  of  many  jud- 
ges  it  was  fuperior. 

.  "  This  fuccefs  has  induced  me  to  re- 
peat the  experiment  for  three  years  ; 
and  I  am  perfuaded,  that  by  ufing  the 
clean  honey,  inllcad  of  the  comb;  as  a- 
bovc  iefcobed,  iuch  'an  improvooient 
might  be  made,  as  would  enable  the  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States  to  fupp'.v  them- 
felves  with  a  truly  federal  and  wholfome 
wine,  which  would  not  coft  one  quarter 
of  a  dollar  per  gallon,  were  all  the  ingre- 
dients procured  at  the  market  price  ;  and 
would  have  this  peculiar  advantage  over

ON  GAMING. 

OF  all  the  vices  wiiich  difgrace  the  hu- 
man fpecies,  there  is  none,  perhaps,  more 
deteftable  in  the  eyes  of  a  civilized  and 
virtuous  citizen,  nor  more-injurious  to  a 
nation  at  large,  than  the  practice  of  Ga- 
ming. Man  in  his  uncivilized  ftate,  feems 
to  have  been  contented  with  what  he 
could  obtain  by  his  own  labour,  &  was  to- 
tally unacquainted  with  this  pernicious 
vice. — Does  it  not,  therefore,  appear 
ftrange  tha'  it  fhould  find  accefs  among  an 
induftrious.  &  otherwife  virtuous  people. 
Where  gaming  is  wholly  confined  to  the 
purpofe  of  amufement,andmen  choofeto 
spend  their  time  in  that  manner  for  want 
of  better  employment,  then  it  maybe  con- 
lidered  more  favorably,  but  by  no  means 
in  a  commendable  point  of  view.  Where 
it  is  followed  on  lucrative  principles,  no- 
thing can  be  more  vicious,  nothing  more 
deteftable  in  a  fellow  creature.  Only  im- 
agine to  yourfelf,  my  reader  the  picture 
of  a  man,  who  has  fleeced  his  neighbor 
out  of  his  whole  eftate,  or  who  has  been 
fleeced  himfelf  to  an  equal  extent.  If  he 
fhould  have  the  good  luck  (  as  he  would 
call  it)  of  ruining  his  neighbor,  would  his 
money  afford  fufficient  atonement  to  his 
confeience  for  the  calamities  in  which  his 
villainy  had  overwhelmed  an  imprudent 
hufband,  and  an  unfortunate  but  perfect- 
ly innocent  wife  and  children — Could  a- 
ny  man,  I  fay,  under  thefe  circumftances 
view  himfelf  otherwife  than  with  horror  ? 
Muft  not  a  furvey  of  his  own  character 
frighten  his  imagination,  if  he  is  not  en- 
tirely loft  to  all  fenfe  of  (name  or  remorfe  ? 

On  the  other  hand,  fhould  fortune 
prove  unfavorable  to  nim,  or  in  plainer 
language,  fliould  his  adverfary  be  more 
expert  at  cheating  than  he  is,  lie  would 
find  himfelf  reduced  to  beggary  bv  his 
own  imprudence,  arid  his  poor  mife'rable 
wife  and  infant  children  looking  up  to  him 
for  that  fuMltsnce  which  he  could  not 


procure  for  them.  What  onift  be  the] 
feelim.s  ofthe  diftrefied  man  in  this  di- 
jemms — while  the  agonising  thought  of 
having  ruined  himfelf  and  family  would 
inctffantly  haunt  his  diftracted  mind. 
Some  may  urge  that  they  would  not  rilk 
fo  much,  and  therefore  could  not  loole 
their  all.  But  experience  has  proven 
that  few  men  are  capable  of  fel  f  command 
when  engaged  in  gaming.  Should  luck 
prove  favorable  at  the  beginning,  "  why" 
fays  the  gamefter,  "  /  shall  lose  nothing, 
even  if  I  should  lose  what  I  have  now  won, 
but  1  have  the  chance  of  winning  much 
more."  Thus  he  generally  perfiftl  in  hr 
owftinacy  until  he  loses  not  only  what  he 
had  won  but  much  more.  When  fortune 
proves  againft  him,  and  he  has  loft  a  con- 
li  Jet-able  fum,he  ftill  perfeveres,  until  his 
laft  ftake  is  fwept  off  in  endeavoring  to 
recover  what  he  had  at  firft  loft. 

Thefe  are  many  of  the  evils  attendant 
on  Gaming,  but  not  the  only  ones.  A 
!  man  not  onlv  expofes  his  money,  but  like- 
j  wife  his  health,  his  morals  and  his  char-  ! 
after.  A  perfon  who  gambles,  muft  of  | 
courfe,  break  his  reft  by  fitting  up,  and 
drunkennefs  is  a  conftant  attendant  on 
a  gaming  table  :  He  therefore  ruins  his 
conftitutioR.  A  proftffed  gamefter  to 
have  a  fair  chance,  muft  let  no  opportu- 
nity of  cheating  pafs  unobtained;  thus 
his  morals  are  debafed,  and  when  any  par- 
ticular inftance  of  his  foul  play  is  difco- 
vered  to  the  world  his  character  is  of  courfe 
ruined. 

To  all  thefe  rules  there  msy  be  fome 
exceptions,  but  forry  am  I  to  fay,  they  are 
extremely  fcarce  ;  yea  not  one  in  an  hun- 
dred. How  many  inftances  could  I  enu- 
merate of  men,  who,  from  eafy  circum- 
ftances have  reduced  themfclves  and  fa- 
miii.s  to  want  by  gaming — of  young  men 
who  have  been  feduced  from  their  bufi- 
nefs,  and  hurled  headlong  into  the  abyfs 
of  vice  and  mifery  by  this  feduclive  Dae- 
mon— But  my  readers  by  calling  to  mind 
thofe  inftances  which  came  within  their 
own  recollections  may  fave  me  the  trou- 
ble of  fo  difagreeable  a  narrative.  Pa- 
rents inftead  of  fet'ing  fo  pernicious  an 
example  to  their  children,  fliould  inform 
them  ofthe  many  evils  lefulting  from 
gaming,  and  ofthe  difgrace  which  a  young 
man  would  fuftain  from  being  caught  in 
Tuch  company.  But  it  is  no  wonder  that 
inexperienced  youths  follow,  when  their 
fires  lead  the  way.
